Joseph Looted and $250 in 
Goods Stolen.

Shepard iV Benning’s dry {roods store 
In St. Joseph, “The Lion,” was looted 
by biiri^lers last night, and goods to the 
value of $250 were stolen. 


John Melsheimer, a clerk, entered 
the store at 7:10 o’clock this morning 
and found the tloor strewn with coats, 
trousers, shirts, gloves and silk hand­ 
kerchiefs. 
He suspected a burglary 
had been committed and looked for 
evidence. 
Under the east window 
place of the Pleasant street entrance 
to the store was a hole, leading to the 
basement. There the burglars had en­ 
tered without breaking a lock. 
They 
entered the basement through an un­ 
locked door leading off from the alley. 


There was a light in the store all 
night. The safe contained some money 
l)ut it was not molested, the thieves 
confining their pilfering to gents’fur­ 
nishing goods. Of the articles stolen 
there were included lU) white vests, a 
fact which the ottlcers regard as indi­ 
cating that the burglars were not hobos. 
Jere is a list of the stolen property: 
Seven men’s overcoats, :>4sik mu tilers, 
8 silk umbrellas, 24 silk handkerchiefs, 
39 white vests, 1 pair beaver gloves.

BurniuK Woman. 


The horrible punishment of biirning 
women alive seems to have existed in 
Haxou Kngland, but perhaps only in 
the case of slave.s. Un(U*r the Norman 
rulers any woman, bond or free, who 
killed her husband was burned ulive, 
and the same punishment for tins crime, 
and also for hijih ireat^on and even for 
coining aiul other minor oiren.ses, con 
tinued or arose from time to time 
through the second and third periods 
until it was abolished by act of parlia­ 
ment iu 1700, the last actual execution 
of ibis kind ImvinK, however, taken 
place six years earlier. TIjo whippinji 
of women for various offenses continued 
even later. Public whipping \vas not 
abandoned nntil I HI 7. and cases of pri­ 
vate whipping occur as late as 1820. 


There can be no doubt, we think, that 
tho savage human iustinct of cruelty 
had something to do w'ith the barbarou.^ 
punishments above mentioned. As the 
old Roman public longed for the ear 
nage of the circus, as the Spanish popu­ 
lace crowded to the auto-da-fe in tht 
flourishing days of the inquisition, so 
the low’or (perhaps not only the lower) 
strata of Kni.?lish nationality took de­ 
light iu witnessing tortures which, in 
all probability, were devised and kept 
up partly for their entertainment. Mr 
Cleveland tells us that Judge Jeffreys, 
in st‘ntencin^ a woman to be w’hipped, 
is reported ro have s a i d : 


“ Hangman, 1 charge you to pay par­ 
ticular attention to this lady.

The plats of ten provided for no streets 
so th at after lots had been î?o!d and 
Houses built, the city was com {Killed to 
pay large sums to o|>en highways for 
the accommodation of ihe inhabitants. 
The pavements that exiiited were of the 
worst character, and could scarcely be 
said to improve the dirt road? upon 
which they were laid. W hat few parks 
existed in the city hud been îou large ex* 
tent given away and were occupied for 
buildings of one kind and another. All 
Uîlegraph and telephone w-ires were 
stretched on [K>lef., making the city un­ 
sightly and in many instances unsafe. 


I take some pride in saying that at 
the end of nearly eight yeiirs of service 
as mayor of Detroit tht* city is con­ 
ceded to be one cif the most beautiful in 
the United .States. 
It is no longer 
lighted by gas, but ha-» its own electric 
lighting plant, and is magnificently Il­ 
luminated a t less than half the old rate. 
The gas furnished to It» citizens has 
been reduced at least one-third in price, 
ahd much improvtid in duality. 
There 
are no toll gates left within the city 
limits. The several boards are com­ 
pelled to do their legal busineps through 
taeoiUceof the corporation counsel, 
and to conduct their financial business 
through the city treasurer. 
Conduits 
have been provided in the streets for 
independent telephones for the police 
and îire departments. The old paving 
rings have been broken up. The docks 
at the ends of sU'oets, which had been 
farmed out for a trille to ferry com­ 
panies, have been reclaimed ior the use 
of the people. 
The school board has 
been brought under subjection, and its 
actions subjected to the veto ^K)wer of 
the mayor. 


The old horse cars have disappeared, 
and a splendid system of electric cars, 
running over grooved rails, has been 
established. 
The old companies have 
been forced from a straight ô-cent 
fare without transfern, to sell tickets at 
the rate of six fora (juarter. with trans­ 
fers. 
A new company carrying about 
40 per .-entof the whole number of pas­ 
sengers, has been brought into the city, 
upon which «.*ight tickets for a quarter, 
with transfers, can be obtained. 
All 
tJie companies have been compelled to 
sell w’oi'king men's tickets, during cer­ 
tain hours morning and evening, at 3 
cents. 


An opposition telephone company has 
iieen e^Lablished by which rates have 
been i*educed to less than one-quarter 
of thore previously paid. 


The governor closed his address by 
warning his hearers that unless the re­ 
publican party cunie out against cor­ 
poration greed and advocated the mu­ 
nicipal ownership of natural monopo­ 
lies that it would be forever buried.

The diver’s boat was brought along­ 
side and the diver descended. It was 
low water and the instant was seised 
when the tide ceased to ebb. The diver 
went carefully over the part of the bot­ 
tom lit the damaged portion, and then 
reaching the keel concluded to pass un­ 
der it and look at the other side. 


He had accomplished this and was on 
the other side, when he perceivcd that 
the ship was swinging to the newly 
flowing tide. He liad found Just spiice 
between the bottom and the keel to pass 
under, and now saw that the vessel, iu 
swinging, wonld pass close to a shoal 
ridge of the sandy bottom, and even 
grind Into it. This must inevitably cnt 
off the slender and delicate tube which 
conveyed air to him and also sever tho 
lines by which, in case of accident, ho 
was to be drawn tip. Fastened down by 
his heavy weights, it would be instant 
suffocation. 


With all the speed that his incum­ 
brances permitted he endeavored to 
reach tho keel and pass under it before 
it was too late. The ship was coining 
round rapidly. He passed his head and 
body, but began to feel tho pressure of 
the keel against tho soft oozo. 


With great effort he succeeded in 
dnigging his limbs and tnbes clear, and 
the water t)ecamc a little deeiier, but 
one arm was 
painfully crushed that 
it was some days before it was in a con­ 
dition to use.—Youth’s ComiKinion.
